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Initiative,  leadership  and  cooperation  have 
placed  Illinois  in  the  forefront  of  the  national 
assault  on  adult  illiteracy. 

Committed  to  the  support  of  a  strong  and 
lasting  network  of  adult  literacy  services  in 
Illinois,  Secretary  of  State  and  State  Librarian 
Jim  Edgar  has  established  a  state-funded 
Literacy  Grant  Program  and  a  Literacy  Office  in 
the  Illinois  State  Library. 

State  Literacy  Grant  Program 

The  Secretary  of  State's  Literacy  Grant  Program 
is  the  first  of  its  kind  in  any  state.  This  program 
provides  state  funds  to  all  types  of  public  and 
private  adult  literacy  programs  which 
demonstrate: 

•  A  commitment  to  serving  adults  over 
the  age  of  1 6  who  read  below  the  6th 
grade  level. 

•  The  use  of  trained  volunteers  as  tutors 
and  program  advocates. 

•  Coordination  and  cooperation  at  the 
local  level  with  related  public  agency 
programs. 

Literacy  Office 

The  Secretary  of  State's  Literacy  Office  adminis¬ 
ters  the  state  grant  program  and  coordinates 
the  activities  of  the  Illinois  literacy  effort.  The 
Literacy  Office  sponsors  statewide  confer¬ 
ences,  publishes  a  monthly  newsletter,  serves 
as  a  clearinghouse  for  information,  and  pro¬ 
vides  technical  assistance  to  the  network  of 
more  than  200  adult  literacy  programs. 


Illinois  Literacy  Council 

Chaired  by  Secretary  Edgar,  the  Illinois  Literacy 
Council  is  composed  of  36  representatives 
from  state  agencies,  the  library  and  education 
communities,  private  foundations,  the  busi¬ 
ness  sector  and  community-based  organi¬ 
zations. 

The  Council  provides  visibility  and  serves  as  a 
forum  for  discussion  and  planning.  Through 
public  hearings,  multi-media  campaigns  and 
special  events,  such  as  the  1 986  Literacy 
Weekend,  the  Council  has  raised  the  level  of 
public  awareness  concerning  adult  illiteracy. 

Five  Council  subcommittees  focus  on  major 
program  areas: 

•  Prevention 

•  Public  and  Private  Resources 

•  Public  Information 

•  Training  and  Methodologies 

•  Volunteer/Student  Recruitment 

Local  Literacy  Coalitions 

Community  leadership  through  local  coalitions 
is  crucial  to  the  success  of  the  Illinois  literacy 
effort. 

Adult  literacy  program  directors  across  the  state 
have  spearheaded  the  creation  of  more  than 
80  community  coalitions.  Membership  includes 
both  public  and  private  sector  interests  which 
have  joined  forces  for  effective  advocacy  and 
fund-raising. 


Illinois  has  developed  a  diversified  network  of 
literacy  programs  which  includes  libraries, 
community  colleges,  public  schools,  Laubach 
Literacy  Action  councils,  Literacy  Volunteers  of 
America  affiliates,  correctional  institutions, 
community-based  organizations  and  alternative 
schools. 


Literacy  providers  are  found  in  all  regions  of  the 
state  -  urban,  suburban,  and  rural.  All  are 
committed  to  cooperation  and  coordination 
among  themselves  and  with  the  various 
agencies  in  their  communities  which  provide 
related  services.

Program  Development 

250  local  literacy/volunteer  programs  and  satellites  have  been 
established  reaching  every  county  in  the  state. 

150  local  literacy  councils  have  been  formed  to  support  these  pro¬ 
grams  through  public  awareness,  fundraising  activities,  and  com¬ 
munity  involvement. 

30  regional  coalitions  have  been  formed  composed  of  local  program 
representatives  who  combine  efforts  for  coordination  and  greatest 
impact  at  the  regional  level. 

Students  and  Volunteers 

25,000  adults  have  enrolled  as  students  in  literacy/volunteer  pro¬ 
grams  since  January  1985. 

20,000  adults  have  been  trained  as  volunteer  reading  tutors  and 
program  assistants  and  have  given  more  than  one  million  volunteer 
hours  since  January  1985. 

The  average  student,  with  regular  attendance  (at  least  two  hours  per 
week  in  class  or  tutoring )  gained  one  reading  grade  level  for  every 
six  months  of  study.
